Accordingly, applicants have been required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single of the 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits. 
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In response, Applicants provisionally elect for prosecution on the merits Species Q of the 
disclosed invention as depicted in Figures 44-46. 

There the elected species of invention can be seen to comprise a dual lumen catheter device 
having a single, planar distal end wall that is inclined relative to the longitudinal access of the 
catheter and that is supported about the periphery thereof by a relatively thin portion of the side wall 
of a catheter tube. A pair of slits associated, respectively, with each of the lumens of the device are 
formed through the end wall interior of the side walls of the catheter tube and oriented parallel to the 
septum between the lumens.
